the police are endeavoring to suppress 
oil information in regard to discoveries 
that are believed to implicate a large 
number of men in an anarchistic plot. 


On Saturday afternoon two iron- 


bound chests were captured by In- 
spectors Conway and Cowie, of the fire 
department. Monday afternoon it WBB 
reported at tho h«»dqu»rter« of the 
flre department that the anarohlst 
araon cases have been dropped for the 
present. It was given out also that the 
boxes of alleged bombs and infernal 
machines received at the city hall on 
Saturday contained nothing more than 
a lot of photographs and a large 
amount of clothing and wearing ap- 
parel such as is usually found in tha 
trunk of a woman. 


It is saidt-howevcr, by officers who do 


not wish to have their names men- 
tioned, as publication would prob»bly 
mean dismissal for them, that one of 
the boxes contained species of incendi- 
ary machines, each having its own 
wires, wheels and electric battery, all 
ready for use in applying the slow 
match in the buildings. These things 
were the'property of Herlitz, Sohaeff 
and Nelson, and others arrested on the 
charges of araon, a confession of their 
crimes committed and others contem- 
plated having been made by Herllti 
Boon after his arrest. 


The second box contained, It is said, 


Information that ii believed to be very 
important. There w»» a letter written 
in German by one anarchlit to another 
in this city, revealing the plot of B rev- 
olution that was to be attempted in 
Chicago this fall. It stated that every- 
thing was ripe for an uprising; that 
preparation has been going on for a 
long time and that everything would 
be 
complete and everybody found 


ready to carry the movement into 
effect when the proper moment ar- 
rived.

was called up for action lie would alter 
an amendment re-enacting the McKin- 
ley wool schedule. As free raw wool 
and a ruinous reduction of duties on 
woolen manufactures are essential fea- 
tures of the tariff bill now in the 
hands of 
the president, this prop- 


osition by Senator Mitchell, aside from 
tho declaration by the senate Itself 
that no further tariff legislation shall 
be considered, effectually bars from 
consideration the free sugar bill. It is 
anguiflcant also that democratic man- 
agers of the senate have placed it out 
of the.powerof the republican senators 
to vote for free sugar by reporting a 
free -sugar bill, with an amendment 
providing for a duty, but without any 
bounty on domestic product. 


Another means of preventing- action 


on the various popgun bills is the 
man- 


agement of the measures passed by the 
house to correct error in the Gorman 
tariff biil relating to the free entry of 
alcohol used in arts. Unless this ispass- 
ed the revenue of the government, ac- 
cording to the commissioner of inter- 
nal revenue, will be deprived of 312,- 
000,000 annually. 5t is their purpose, 
therefore, to hold this bill back until 
the last moment as a club, and then 
to pass it.

This Hitua- 
ntibn has largely increased tho burden 
for gold too long and has substantially 
leprcciatcd the. value of property :10 
[>er cent. So far as the United States 
lias taken part in this war on silver It 
has acted In direct nnd repeated viola- 
tion of the constitution of the country, 
n fact which the people are rapidly dis- 
covering.

Felines That Llvo Constantly In 


a Freezing Temperature. 


Through Their Perpetual Explfeure to the 


- Frigid Atmosphere 
tho Animals

meeting last evening by the following 
report, presented by Chairman New- 
man, of tho special committee: 
To the lion. Board of^ Trade of Ports- 


mouth: 
gnu;__Your committee having had 


the matter of the location of the car 
shops of the C. P. & V. R. K. referred 
to it withSinstructious that we have a 
personal interview witli Mr. Hunt, 
tho president of said road, to learn 
upon what conditions the permanent 
locatiou of said shops could be secured 
to our city, report as follows: 
The committee bud a free and pleas- 


ant interview with Mr. Hunt, in this 
city on Tuesday, tlie 14th inst. He 
stated that personally he would be 
pleased to have tho permanent shops 
located in Portsmouth, but that other 
considerations are presented to the 
directors; and owners of the road by 
which they must necessarily be guido,d. 
That he could not offer anything dif- 
ferent from what he had already pre- 
sented, which was in short that if the 
City of Portsmouth or its citizens would 
secure for the road the tract of land on 
Fiudlay and Seventeenth streets, here- 
tofore mentioned, and one half of the 
money necessary'to build the shops, be 
would engage to furnish by the rail- 
road company the other hall, and pro-, 
eeed at once to the construction of 
said shops as soon as our portion of 
the money was raised, the company 
putting up a tike amount. Said land 
and building to revert to the city or its 
representatives should such shops ever 
be abandoned. It was. estimated that 
the building contemplated at present 
would cost about S3,000. 
This proposition would require the 


city or its citizens to raise altogether 
about 88,000 to 83,000, $5,000 for the 
land and the balance toward the build- 
ing. 
- 
The 
committee, therefore, 
report 


these facts to the board for its decision 
•and action, and ask to be discharged 
from further consideration of the sub- 
ject. 
. 
; 


This report was received and the 


committee discharged. 


W. A. Connolley moved that it be the 


sense of the board that they had shown 
their good will toward the railroad in 
the original proposition to buy the 
land; that the company had been un- 
reasonable in its demands, and that 
the matter be dropped. 


This precipitated a lengthy discus- 


sion, which revealed an adverse feel- 
ing and the motion was withdrawn. .- 


Samuel Reed was of the opinion that 


nine-tenths of the people of Ports- 
mouth are in favor of having the shops 
here on the terms suggested, but did 
not believe it possible to raise the nec- 
essary amount by subscriptions. He 
had been led to believe that a smaller 
amount of money, probably 82,500 in 
cash, would be sufficient. 
He suggest- 


ed raising this amount by subscription 
and having the city purchase the site. 
The prospects are that it will be a big 
enterprise and just such as the city 
needs. 


Dr. S. S. Halderman thought that we 


ought to raise what money we coald, 
and make a proposition to the road ac- 
cordingly; providing the city would 
buy the land, in which event the solid 
tation of subscriptions would be com 
paratively easy. 


Harry Bannon was of . the opinion 


that S2.500 could be raised withou 
much effort. 
He argued in favor o 


clinching the matter now, for the pros 
pects are that the C., P. & V. will som 
time be a part of a great system, an 
if the sllops are once located here they 
will in all probability remain. 


,T. Esselborn thinks that a cash con- 


tribution will be the lever by which 
President, Hunt will induce the di- 
rectors to locate here instead of at 
Rcdbanks where they already have 
land. 
He introduced a 
resolution 


providing first that a committee of 
two be appointed in each ward, these 
two to select a third, all to go to work 
immediately to solicit contributions 
to be paid as soon as the railroad com- 
pany complies with the conditions of 
the gift; the president of the board to 
l'u chairman of the entire committee. 
The resolution also authorized 
the 


committees to employ the assessors or 
some other persons 
to 
circulate a 


petition to council asking that body to 
purchase the lands. 


This was thoroughly discussed and 


finally passed, the two propositions 
being voted upon separately.

If any ordi- 
nary cellar rat were put In a cage, eon- 
Toyed try ship to Spltzbcrgen, and re- 
leased on that ley Island, it would 
freeze to death hi a, few hours. Yet 
there are rate In Spitzbergen. These 
rats are fat rascals, with long and very 
thick hair, and havo adapted them- 
selves to tho temperature of the region. 


It Is Just such rats as those of the 


northern region that have adapted 
themselves to tbo cold-storage ware- 
houses. After some of these houses 
had been in operation for a few months 
tho attendants found that rats wero at 
work In tho rooms where the 'tempera- 
ture was constantly lcept_below tho 
freezing point In the warehouse of 
the Pittsburgh Storage company,-bo- 
fore its burning last fall, two ' rats 
wero killed by the employes. 
They 


.wero found to bo clothed in wonder- 
fully 
long and thick .fur, 
even 


their tapering, snakelike tails being 
covered by a thick' growth of hair. 
Rats of this variety, whose coats have 
adapted themselves to the conditions 
under which they live, have domesti- 
cated themselves In nil the storage 
warehouses In Pittsburgh. 


Tho prevalence of rats in these places 


ledtxjtuc Introduction of cats. Now
